Nursing aide indicted 
for abusing 5 patients

WILMINGTON - A nurse’s aide 


was indicted on June 4 by a 
Middlesex County grand jury on 
charges she brutally abused five 
elderly residents at the Wilming- 
ton Woods Nursing Center, accord- 
ing to the state attorney general’s 
office. 

Stacy Arruda, 25, of Derry, N. 
H., was indicted on two counts of 
elder abuse and seven counts of 
patient abuse for her alleged physi- 
cal and mental mistreatment of 
five elderly patients in her care at 
the nursing home. 

Nick Messuci, from Attorney 
General Scott Harshbarger’s office, 
stated that Arruda was witnessed 
assaulting the five elderly residents, 
all of whom are over 80 years of 
age, on seven different occasions 
between October 1997 and Febru- 
ary 1998. “The first incident goes 
back to October 15, 1997. She was 
witnessed by a co-worker wheeling

a patient into a room, and she 
couldn't fit the wheelchair through 
the door way. She proceeded to go 
around to the front of the patient, 
push her out of the wheelchair and 
pull her onto the floor, dragging the 
patient by her arms,” said Messuci 

One witness testified that she 
saw Arruda force an 83-year-old 
female patient to eat her own feces, 
Messuci said. 

In another incident, Arruda was 
allegedly witnessed kicking and 
stomping on the crotch of an 81- 
year-old resident, causing severe 
bruising to the patient. She then 
allegedly slapped theelderly woman 
inthe head and violently kicked her 
supervisors,” Messuci said. “I be- 
lieve the employees did not report 
the abuse right away because they 
were afraid of Arruda.” 

None of the employees who wit 
nessed the abuse are still working 
at the care center. 

Joanna Cormac Burt, regional 
manager for Sunrise Health Care, 
the company that owns Wilmington 
Woods, could not be reached for 
comment. 

Arruda is scheduled to be ar- 
raigned on the abuse charges June 
23 in Middlesex Superior Court. If 
convicted, Arruda faces up to five 
years in jail for each of the counts 
of elder abuse and two years in jail 
for each charge of patient abuse, 
and fines totalling $37,000 if con- 
vieted. 

Harshbarger stated, “I will con- 
tinue to aggressively prosecute 
these kinds of cases to ensure that 
older Americans in long term care 
facilities will be treated with dig- 
nity and respect, and will get the 
quality of care they need.” 

Messuci stated that the Medic- 
aid Fraud Control Unit was estab-

“But, 
this is a unique and unusual case 
because it is not often we see an 
assault committed by a perpetrator 
who relishes in the abuse.”

Prosecutors said Arruda has 
been charged with spitting directly 
into the face of a 92-year-old pa- 
tient, pulling the hair of an 86-year- 
old patient and assaulting an 87- 
year-old male resident. 

At the time of the alleged inci- 
dents, Arruda was a certified 
nurse’s aide who had been assigned 
to work in Wilmington Woods’ spe- 
cial Alzheimer’s unit. Messuci 
stated that the residents she alleg- 
edly abused can not speak or com- 
municate. “What is especially dis- 
turbing to us is that she took advan- 
tage of the most vulnerable pa- 
tients. They couldn't report what 
was happening to them,” said 
Messuci. 

The nursing home reported the 
alleged abuse to the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health when 
they became aware of the first inci- 
dent. “Arruda was given a three 
day suspension for the October in- 
cident,” said Messuci. “At that 
time, there was some discrepancy 
over what happened because the 
facts they had were not so clear. 
The witness was not sure about 
what happened.” 

The case was then referred to 
the attorney general’s office by the 
Department of Public Health. The 
case was investigated by 
Harshbarger’s Medicaid Fraud 
Control Unit.

WILMINGTON - Politicians have 
labeled it the great transition from 
a boy to a man and a girl to a

Rocco DePasquale 
The original Good Guy

A long list of accomplishments, adjectives and titles could 


beused to describe Rocco DePasquale. But the most apt would 
e Wilmington’s original Good Guy. 

The Good Guy award has 
been an annual tradition since 
1968, and it was for Rocco that 
it was created. All subsequent 
Good Guys have been chosen 
by a committee of previous 
recipients, always with the 
premise that there was an 
award and they were to find 
someone worthy of it. 

In Rocco’s case, there was 
no award history. Selectman 
Lloyd Bender and a few other 
people took note of the way 
Rocco would always be doing 
something for someone. So 
they set up a date and went to 
Rocco’s for a dinner. They sat 
down, ordered off the menu, and Rocco cooked their dinner. 
Then they hauled Rocco out of the kitchen and bestowed the 
Good Guy award on him. 

In other words, the award was born out of Rocco’s good 
qualities, qualities so obvious they needed some recognition. 

The restaurant and the man were one, just as they had been 
for his father, who founded the eatery in 1945. Rocco grew up 
at the restaurant, and had to endure the tough environment 
that was Silver Lake 50 years ago. 

Until 1947, Wilmington had bars, and many of them were 
quite notorious. 

There were always some toughs hanging around the bridge 
over Lubbers Brook. 

If Rocco had to go to the grocery store, he had to walk past 
those toughs. 

And for a little Italian kid, this was not easy. Rocco grew 
up determined to end the discrimination he had endured. The 
way he carried this out best was simply by living a good life, 
setting a good example. 

Nobody loved jokes more than Rocco, but in his youth, it 
seemed that ethnic jokes were always on Italians. Rocco let 
it be known that he would not countenance this sort of 
treatment. He was tremendously proud of his ethnicity. 

For many years, after liquor was outlawed in town restau- 
rants, there were simply no restaurants in town other than 
Rocco’s. This brought about a tradition of athletic teams 
always heading for Rocco's for pizza after a game. Rocco 
served them “on the house.” 

As a community leader, Rocco’s resume was a long one, 
topped by his serving on the Board of Selectmen, twice as 
chairman.

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Should students have been punished?

TEWKSBURY - Recently, at Tewksbury High, the issue of 
under-age drinking arose. On May 28th, the senior prom took was 
held at the Castleton in Windham, NH. While the prom itself was 
successful, it was the events that occurred the next day that made 
headline news. Fifty-five students were arrested at post-prom 
parties for illegal possession of alcohol, along with charges of 
marijuana possession. While the students have yet to go to court to 
face these charges, Principal William McGuirk met with school 
officials and a legal counsel to determine the actions (if any) that the 
school must take in dealing with the situation. In the end, he chose 
to ban these students from all Senior Week activities, with the 
exception of the graduation ceremony and the all-night graduation 
party. While this disciplinary action has already occurred, students 
at TMHS stil! have strong opinions about the events and actions that 
took place. 

This article serves the purpose of illustrating the two major points 
of view that the students and faculty have taken on this situation. It 
is important to note that these perspectives are not the only two 
existing within the school community, but that they represent the 
majority of the people who are involved with TMHS directly or 
indirectly. 


POINT: Mr. McGuirk had the right to ban students from all Senior 
Week activities including the graduation ceremony and the all-night 
party that followed 

COUNTERPOINT: I don’t agree that it was Mr. McGuirk’s call to 
punish the students. After all, where in the prom contract does it 
state that action will be taken against students drinking after the 
prom or at any other non-school function? 

POINT: There was a situation in which a student was intoxicated 
at the prom itself, and I agree with the disciplinary actions made 
towards that student. Yet the other fifty-five students were doing the 
same thing as him - underage drinking. By saying that it is the place 
where the drinking occurs is what matters, the school is sending the 
message that the actual principle of under-age drinking is okay, as 
long as it is not at a school function or a school-related activity. 

COUNTERPOINT: We do need to take a stand onillegal, under-age 
drinking. But whose responsibility is it to make that stand? In the 
case of the student found intoxicated at the prom, he/she was going 
against the contract that they had signed. In that case, the 
consequences were clearly made long before the prom took place, 
and the disciplinary action had to be followed through 

POINT: How can the school ignore the arrests of fifty-five

students? The prom was supposed to be a special event for the 
graduating seniors, and the kick-off to the highly anticipated Senior 
Week. These arrests clearly affected the school and shook the entire 
community. How could Mr. McGuirk not address this situation? 

COUNTERPOINT: It is evident that the situation did need to be 
addressed, and that some type of action was needed. But isn’t it the. : 
responsibility of the parents to know what their kids are doing after’: 
the prom, and to determine the punishment of their child if they are 
engaged in an illegal activity? Granted, the parents can’t supervise 
every move that their child makes, but they should take some 
responsibility! It wasn’t the school’s duty to determine the punish- 
ment, it was the parent's obligation. 

POINT: But if the parents didn’t take the time or responsibility 
to find out what their child was planning to do after the prom, how 
can we expect them to issue the proper punishment? Then, the school 
system has no choice bit to get involved. 

COUNTERPOINT: Getting involved is one thing, but was this 
handled in the correct manner? Instead of focusing on the punish- 
ment of the seniors who participated in this illegal activity, perhaps 
more emphasis could have been placed on the underclassmen to 
prevent a similar situation from happening again. So much focus is 
placed on the banning of these seniors from Senior Week activities, 
but aren't we forgetting the real issue? A quarter of the graduating 
senior class was caught in under-age drinking. That’s the real 
problem! 

POINT: This whole situation is sad, especially after the death of: 
the late Sherri Blamire. She is but one of many of the deaths that 
Tewksbury has seen because of the reckless behavior that comes 
with drinking and driving, not to mention under-age drinking. Many . 
of the students have come to the conclusion that it is not under-age 
drinking that is bad, but that getting caught for drinking after the 
prom is what's bad. This is the issue that should be addressed. 


Under-age drinking is a serious issue that needs to be addressed. .-% 
Both the parents and the school should foster an environment for the 
students in which under-age drinking is unacceptable. It is sad tha 
fifty-five students were arrested for this crime. This not only reflects :: 
upon each individual student, but upon the entire school and the 
entire community. So many times, under-age drinking is dismissed. 
as something that the “bad kids” do, but among those recently 
arrested were the athletes, the leaders, the artists, and the scholars. 
Although many may not understand this, but we are lucky that it was 
just fifty-five arrests and not fifty-five deaths . . . you decide.

Acall tothe RMLD will result in light which is not lit. Although the 
RMLD crews travel throughout the 
four RMLD communities to check 
for unlit street lights, they may not 
be in the area when the bulb burns 
out. 

“Even if you think someone else 
has called the RMLD, they may be 
thinking the same thing, too,” 
RMLD General Manage Len Rucker 
said. “Several days may go by be- 
fore we are informed of the situa- 
tion. It’s better to be called by 
several people, than none at all. 

Customers can also help the 
RMLD keep the lights on by antici- 
pating a bulb whichis ready to burn 
out. According to the RMLD, the 
newer high pressure sodium, yel- 
low or gold colored bulbs will begin 
to cycle or blink off and then turn 
back on when they begin to fail. A 
call to the RMLD about a blinking 
light will enable crews to replace 
the bulb before it fails. 

So, the next time you see an 
unlit, or blinking, street light in 
your neighborhood, call the RMLD 
(781) 944-1340, with the location of 
the street light, including the street 
and the number of the house or 
nearest landmark. Calls can also 
be recorded after business hours 
through the RMLD automated voice 
mail telephone system.

Controversial play at the plate 


Banda’s dramatic run 
advances baseball team 
to semi-finals

When your top four batters com- 
bine to go 0-for-12, you usually don't 
win baseball games. And when you 
cough up a three-run lead inthe last 
inning, it's not too often that ateam 
bounces back and wins. 

But, once again the Wilmington 
High baseball team has gone against 
the odds, as they continue to sur- 
prise and surprise so many teams.

"Eric didn't need to slide there, 
if the catcher was waiting for him 
then he had to slide, but he wasn't.

First tourney win 


Strategy paid-off 
for Scanlon, Wildcat 
baseball team

The strategy for the Wilmington 
High baseball team in its opening 
round Division 3 State Tournament 
game with Bishop Fenwick was to 
be patient at the plate and make the 
Crusaders’ pitchers work.

By her own admission, she had 
not hit the ball well this year. An 
all-star as a junior, her numbers 
were not good enough to put her on 
the squad as a twelfth grader.

“I miss the old days,” said 
Carvalho. “Not so much be- 
cause you could make more 
money, but you had real sports 
fans come in, buy a little bit 
and talk sports.

60s and ‘70s are concerned 
which are in real, real good 
condition,” he said. “Cards like 


that which are difficult to find, 
prices haven't dropped.” 

The new issues are very ex- 
‘pensive. Some packs go for $8 
to $10 each, a far cry from the 
old days where you could get a 
pack of cards and stick of gum 


for a nickel or even 25 cents 
into the 1970s. 

“The companies will put 
these chase cards out like a 
Ken Griffey Jr. card they say 


is worth $200,” said Carvalho. 
“Good luck finding one and if 
you do, good luck getting some- 
one to give you $200 for it.” 

The old law of supply and 
demand works card collecting 
too. You don’t take a card 
valued in Beckett into a card 
shop and get retail value. 

A card is worth only what 
someone will pay for it,” said 
Kelley, who took over the run- 
ning of the Reading show three 
years ago. The Reading show 
is in its 16th year and one of 
the longest continuous shows of 
its kind in the country 

“We're here 12 months a 
year and even if one of those 
Mondays is a holiday, we're 
still here,” said Kelley. “It’s a 
relaxed atmosphere with about 
half the clientele being from 
Reading.” 

Tables are available to any- 
one for $20 for the evening (6- 
10 p.m.). Most of the 28 tables 
are grabbed by dealers, a few 
do go to kids and their parents.

tory. Track your attacks and 
how you treat them. Note the 
date, length of each migraine, 
severity, symptoms, triggers and 
impact on your life (i.e., how 
many days lost from work, how 
many family/social activities 
missed). Track medication 
taken, when, for how long and 
effectiveness in relieving pain 
and symptoms, Get to know 
your migraine patterns and trig- 
gers so you feel more “in con- 
trol.” 


5) Have reasonable expecta- 


tions __about _ treatment. 
Understand there is no cure for 
migraine, however the disease 
can be managed with an effec- 
tive treatment program. Be 
patient and give treatment time 
to work. Realize that treatment 
success will ebb and flow. Be 
willing to listen to your physi- 
cian and to yourself and be flexi- 
ble; be open-minded and pre- 
pared to modify your treatment, 
as necessary. 


6)Be honest about all cur- 


£. 
. Tell your 
doctor about all your current 
therapies, including prescrip- 
tion, over-the-counter and natur- 
al remedies (because certain 
medications interfere with each 
other). Share any psychological 
history or “emotional distur- 
bances” and medications taken 
for those now or in the past. 


7) Focus on solutions. Be 
positive. Don’t blame yourself; 
headaches are not our fault. 
Focus on finding the best treat- 
ment options by working with 
your physician to find solutions. 


8) Ask for detailed instruc- 
tions for taking medication-and 
follow them. Ask for specific 


instructions on taking pre- 
scribed medication; i.e, how 
often, with meals or on an 
empty stomach, what to do if a 
dose is missed, side effects, 
what to do if pain and symptoms 
persist. 


_ 9) Partner with vour physi- 


Enter into a partnership with 
your physician and bridge the 
communication gap. See your 
physician on a regular basis and 
develop a relationship - treat- 
ment is a process that works 
better with in-person visits. 

10) Follow-up regularly with 
your physician. Your treatment 
program will be as good as the 
time you invest. Schedule a fol- 
low-up appointment as you con- 
clude each physician visit. 
Physicians say three months is 
usually a reasonable time period 
to evaluate the effectiveness of a 
treatment program.

in Winchester 

“State Rep. Paul Casey, D- 
Winchester, House chairman for 
the Committee on Public Safety 
and state Sen. Charles E. 
Shannon, D-Winchester, are 
pleased to announce that the 
town of Winchester has been 
awarded $13,000 for D.A.R.E. 
programs during the 1998 fiscal 
year,” notes the Winchester edi- 
tion of the “Daily Times 
Chronicle.”

Dropouts 
discussed in 
Tewksbury 


“Superintendent of Schools 
Christine McGrath presented 
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ool Notes Forging ahead 


to excellence 


the School Committee with a 
report of the dropout rates in 
Massachusetts Public Schools,” 
notes the “Tewksbury Town 
Crier.” 

“The report compared the 
statewide dropout rate with the 
Tewksbury Public Schools 
dropout rate. 


“According to the report, of 
the 833 students enrolled at 
Tewksbury Memorial High 
School during the 1996-1997 
school year, 25 dropped out, a 
rate of 3 percent. During the 
1995-1996 school year, 13 of the 
849 students dropped out, for a 
rate of 1.5 percent. 

“Statewide, 8,453 students 
dropped out of high school dur- 
ing the 1996-1997 school year 
making the state rate the same 
as the previous year, 3.4 percent. 

“McGrath stated, ‘We are 
below the state average but 
above where we have been. As 
we raise standards, and with 
highstakes assessment testing 
about to begin, I’m concerned 
We need to do everything we can 
to prevent the student from 
dropping out. It’s very hard to 
keep the student once they make 
up their mind to drop out.’ 
McGrath added, ‘The greatest 
deterrent to dropping out is 
strong family support and that 
starts early on’ 


“She stated that 19 of the 25 
students who dropped out had 
transferred to Tewksbury high 
from other school systems. ‘We 
have to look at who they are and 
what their previous educational 
experience has been. They may 
have come from a school with a 
much more liberal attendance 
policy, she said. McGrath 
explained that when a student 
drops out but later returns to 
school, they are still counted in 
the dropout rate....” 


Palermo praised 
in Lynnfield 


“Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. Richard Palermo received a 
glowing evaluation from the 
School Committee, ‘meeting or 
exceeding’ expectations in all 
areas,” notes the “Lynnfield 
Villager.” 


“Palermo was hired as the 
Lynnfield Public Schools super- 
intendent in December, 1994. 
Three months ago the School 
Committee negotiated a six-year 
contract with the superintendent 
whose current base yearly 
salary is $90,405. Under the con- 
tract Palermo will receive a 
$5,000 pay increase July 1, 1998 


and a second $5,000 increase 
July 1, 1999. 


“Palermo was evaluated by 
the School Committee in several 
areas which each include 
numerous specific goals. The 
results of the evaluation were 
announced at last week’s com- 
mittee meeting. 

“In its conclusion, the evalua- 
tion report stated, ‘We are confi- 
dent he is the most qualified 
person to lead our schools into 
the millennium and to help us 
meet the myriad of challenges 
that lie ahead...’”

Your home: Q & A 
Repairing a rusty gas grill 


Q: I have an electric grill 
that has a rusted bottom 
reflector-grate. I have called 
and written the company for a 
replacement but they seem to 
be out of business and I can’t 
get a replacement anywhere. 
Must I buy a new grill? 

A: No, you still can keep 
your present grill in service. 
Just buy a cookie sheet about 
the same size as the reflector- 
grate and cut it to shape with a 
pair of tin snips. 


Q: I cannot get paint to stay 
on the exterior clapboard 
siding of my house. It constant- 
ly peels. I have followed the 
directions on the paint can, yet 
after a few years, the paint 
peels off. I even tried high- 
pressure water blasting to 
clean the surface to be painted 
and still the paint peels off. 

A: It sounds like the problem 
is not the application of the 
paint, but excessive moisture 
in the house that is migrating 
through the exterior walls. 


The migration can be 
reduced by painting the inside 
of the exterior walls with a 
Moisture-resistant paint. Two 
eoats of aluminum paint plus 
two coats of decorative paint 
are best for a sand-finished 
wall. On a smooth wall, a 
primer-sealer and at least one 
coat of alkyd semigloss paint 
should be applied. 

You can control the mois- 
fure buildup in your house by 
ensuring that the attic and 


the outside. Roof gutters and 


crawl space are adequately in- 


sulated and ventilated. The 
ground in a crawl space should 


be covered with a vapor bar- 
rier such as a polyethylene 
sheet.
